FOLLOWS: AMENDING SECTION 5. PROCEDURES; AMENDING 
SCHEDULE "A" BY ADDING UNIFIED LAND DEVELOPMENT

ADDING SECTIONS OF ORDINANCE 88-8, AS AMENDED 
(BURGLAR ALARM ORDINANCE), AS FOLLOWS: SECTION 3. 
(USER PERMIT, LICENSING REQUIREMENTS, DISCLOSURE) ; 
SECTION 4. (PERMITS, EMERGENCY NOTIFICATION) ;
